Trained Police to Ruhr. 
ESSEN, May 30—The arrival of 
trained 
police 
at Bochum and at 
other strike zones in the Ruhr was 
welcomed by the German officials 
as being certain to liquidate the un­ 
rest among the large numbers of 
workmen now on strike. 
The offi­ 
cials predicted that there now would 
be 
little 
more 
trouble 
frdm the 
“reds.” 
Sixty-five police from Duesseldorf 
were sent into Bochum to reinforce 
the firemen and white guards who 
since Friday night had been beseig- 
ed in the headquarters of the fire­ 
men. Upon the arrival of the police­ 
men there was a rapid disappearance 
of all the wearers of red armlets. 
The local guards and firemen at 
several towns in the Ruhr have been 
reinforced by police from the Rhine­ 
land under an agreement with the 
various 
French 
commanders. 
The 
German officials expressed the belief 
that the situation will now take on 
the aspect of an ordinary strike and 
that the reign of terror attributed to 
the communist 
element, 
in which 
nearly fifty persons have been killed, i 
will come to an end. The casualties 
in Bochum, according to the Germans 
have been eighteen persons killed 
and many wounded in the three days 
of fighting.

THE REGIMENTS OF THE DEAD. 


From the Kansas City Journal. 


Today Americans 
will 
celebrate 
the 
heroism of the countless regiments of the 
dead, 
who ""are 
keeping their eternal 
bivouac among “the little green tents." 
According to announcement from Amer­ 
ican Legion headquarters there are 1,813 
graves of “unknown American dead” in 
France and 32,000 graves of men whose 
names are officially known and registered. 
These figures, especially those relating 
to the “unknown dead," will come as a sur­ 
prise to many. 
Whether they are entirely 
accurate or not, Memorial day will include 
in its tribute of veneration not only the 
known and unknown heroes of the great 
war, but all who died that the nation s 
honor might be preserved or fell for what 
they believed to be the right 
Memorial day this year will signalize the 
close of a significant and in some respects 
remarkable campaign carried on by the 
'American Legion to raise a fund for the 
perpetual care of the graves of the Ameri­ 
can dead abroad and their annual decora­ 
tion on Memorial day. 
It is gratifying to note that a nation­ 
wide interest in this project has been mani­ 
fested. 
President Harding in a letter ac­ 
companying his contribution spoke for all 
Americans living and expressed their ven­ 
eration for all who 
sleep 
the 
sleep of 
heroes, those who fell in the great war and 
those who fell in all others. He wrote: 
“The world war veterans whose bodies 
still lie overseas died with the hope that 
their gift to freedom would suffice to save 
their brothers and children in making like 
sacrifices. They died in hope that the sac­ 
rifice might be a contribution towari} put­ 
ting an end to war. 
“We owe them not only this tribute of 
perpetuating their memory, but our un­ 
swerving loyalty to their ideal that the war 
in which they fought might mark the end 
of all wars. 
Please accept the enclosed 
contribution on the behalf of one who can­ 
not too greatly emphasize his obligation to 
the memory of our dead overseas, or his 
determination that 
they 
shall not have 
died in vain." 


A DECEPTIVE LABEL. 


Chairman Hooper of the United States 
ailway Board, 
has 
a quarrel with the 
Ord “progressive.” “There are,” he says, 
I lot of demagogues in this country who 
jlieve they can sell any kind of idea to the 
jople by labeling it ‘progressive.’ We all 
ce that word ‘progressive,’ but it will pay 
e people to take a good look at all the 
jlitical wares that are brought around 
earing this favorite label." 
That is quite true. If patriotism is some- 
nes the last refuge of the scoundrel, “pro- 
essive” is the favorite refuge of the com- 
unist, the parlor Bolshevik, the busy- 
>dy, and the crank. As Mr. Hooper goes 
to say: 
“To 
the 
unsophisticated 
pink 
preacher it is altruistic uplift, a chance 
to escape from the monotony of 
preaching a salvation, to transform the 
pulpit into a platform. To the republi­ 
can or democratic politician who de­ 
sires to continue 
to wear 
his party 
robes while he preaches radicalism it 
is just plain communism, without ruf- 
les or frills." 
The deceptiveness of this word ' pro­ 


gressive'' is a fact of importance because 
just now “progressive” is one of the most 
popular words in the whole vocabulary. Its 
application is almost universal. It may be 
and is applied to 
almost anything. 
It 
might not be much to say that at least half 
the time and probably more than half the 
time it is misapplied. 
Chairman Hooper's advice is good. Peo­ 
ple ought to form the habit of examining 
pretty carefully all these things and all 
these doctrines and all these men—espe­ 
cially politicians—that 
flaunt 
the label 
progressive.” A label and particularly 
this label, is too often no index at all to 
what lies under it. 


GENERAL EXCLUSION POLICY. 


From the Fresno (Cal.) Republican. 


Some of the logical difficulties about our 
treatment of immigration will be solved by 
the newer attitude we are taking toward 
immigration. 
For instance, in dealing with Asiatic im­ 
migration, we have met with the criticism 
from Japan that we are illogically discrim­ 
inatory, when we pick out Asiatics, and ad­ 
mit Europeans 
freely. 
It is not answer, 
from the Japanese point of view, for us to 
note that Japan itself will not tolerate the 
sort of immigration 
that 
we 
object to. 
Japan will not permit Chinese settlers to 
flood her fields or own her land. She puts 
the burden of logic on the United States by 
saying that as long as America permits 
Danes to come or Italians, so wre should per­ 
mit Japanese. 
The fact is that we have for over a cen­ 
tury welcomed immigration. We have dis­ 
covered, on the Pacific coast, however, that 
we were receiving an unassailable “quan­ 
tity” of new-comers, and we tried to shut 
them out, beginning with the Geary law’ in 
1884. This was discrimination, in favor of 
Europe. But now we are tightening up the 
lines of admission against Europe. 
We should, in fact, adopt just the oppo­ 
site theory. We should have a policy that 
excludes all settlers with whatever excep­ 
tions we wish to make. 
We may be criti­ 
cised for these 
exceptions, 
but at least 
there will be no general right of any one 
country to claim admission, for no country 
will have that right. 
The suggestion of the American Legion 
against immigration should be accepted in 
principle. 
The United States has reached 
the point of saturation with its present 
populace. 
Today, the only demands that 
are made for people are for particular 
kinds of people, to serve the selfish inter­ 
ests of particular classes. 
Some company 
wants cheap labor. Some housewives want 
servant girls. 
These are transformed into 
demand to break down the bars against im­ 
migration. 
As a nation we should say that wre are 
not looking for further immigration. 


FIRST PRIZE FOR HEROISM. 


Of the American Red Cross prize awards 
this year none will attract more attention 
than the award to Miss Mary Buhner of St. 
Petersburg, Florida, for attempting to 
rescue Miss Dorothy McClatchie after the 
latter had been attacked by a monster bar­ 
racuda while swimming in the ocean a mile 
or so from the shore. 
Certainly Miss Buhner’s 
prize is well 
earned. 
The peril which she faced when 
she swam to her companion’s aid and towed 
her to the shore wras all the more horrible 
because of its extraordinary nature. It did 
not belong in the category of those dangers 
which are known to civilized life. Rather 
it was of a type which belonged to the an­ 
cient world when men fought with savage 
beasts for existence. Many a man who has 
bravely faced fire or lead or cold steel 
would have been incapable of doing what 
Miss Buhner did. 
In its list of prize-winners for life-saving 
the Red Cross has placed Miss Buhner's 
name in first place. Few’ will question the 
appropriateness of the decision.

“The Republic can no longer be 
defended successfully by j’our arms. 
Further 
sacrifices

would be unwise in the national in­ 
terests. 
“The military victory must be al­ 
lowed to rest for the moment with 
those who have destroyed the repub­ 
lic. 
Do not let sorrow overwhelm 
you. Your efforts and sacrifices and 
your dead comrades in this forlorn 
hope "will 
surely 
bear 
fruit. 
You 
have saved the national honor and 
kept open the road to independence. 
“Laying aside your arms now is 
an acte of patriotism, as exalted and 
pure as >-our valor in taking them 
up.” 
In issuing this document for publi­ 
cation the Free State government 
also gave out one of similar purport 
definitely calling off all armed re* 
volt, signed by Frank Aiken, repub­ 
lican chief of staff. The latter docu­ 
ment says:

front last night, was killed in the 
class rush, Chief of Police Leggett 
of Evanston declared today. 
“Mount’s body was carried to the 
pier after his 
death and 
buried 
beneath heavy stones,” Chief Leg­ 
gett said. 
“There could be no other 
explanation of the presence there 
of his skeleton. 
“It is likely that Mount was ac­ 
cidentally killed during the class 
war in September, 1921, and that 
his body was hidden by students.” 
Both arms and hands, one foot 
and one low'er leg, are missing, the 
chief said, and the pier beneath 
which the skeleton was discovered, 
is being guarded by police until a 
complete search can be finished. 
Chief of Police Leggett and Pres­ 
ident Walter Dill Scott of the uni­ 
versity met to arrange for the in­ 
quest tomorrow. 
Besides the skeleton, identified by 
the boy’s mother through a belt 
buckle and fragments of a coat, the 
chief exhibit for the inquest is a 
piece of rope about three feet long, 
found by the body. 
Students en­ 
gaged in the class rush of 1921, 
said today it was similar to the 
ropes given scores of underclass 
men for use in tying the hands and 
feet of members of their opponents.

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Did you evQi* try to figure out why 
the supports of tables and chairs ar© 
called “leg s”? 
The reason is very simple. 
The 
pieces which hold up the tops do 
some of the sam e work as th? legs 
of anim als. That is why early peopla 
often shaped the legs of their chairs 
and tables like 
those 
of animals. 
One of our pictures shows a Roman 
table with such legs. 
Roman tables weer 
often 
very 
j costly. 
The top parts were made of 
stone or wood, and were som etim es 
covered with gold 
or silver. 
The 
Roman orator Cicero paid 
$20,000 
for a table. 
Another table belong­ 
ing to a very rich family, was worth 
♦60.000. 
Romans of the poorer class usual­ 
ly sat on sim ple stools. 
Richer per­ 
sons had chairs with backs. 
Some­ 
tim es the backs stiff and straight. 
Others were built more for com fort 
One kind of chair 
was 
called 
a 
“cathedra ” It w as very comfortable 
and w as used by bishops after the 
Christians gained power in 
Rome. 
The word “cathedral” com es from 


the name of this chair. Bishops had 
charge of the finer churches of ’’ca­ 
thedrals” 
(places 
with 
bishops’ 
chairs). 
Slaves and the poor slept on bed­ 
ding thrown on the floor, or else on 
sim ple couches. 
Even the rich sel­ 
dom paid much attention 
to their 
beds or bedrooms. 
The framework 
of a bed which we show is of the 
better class.

Federation of Women’s Club’i con­ 
vention to be held in Joplin May 15 
to 18. Miss Nettie Lamm, Mrs. S. P. 
Sneed, Mrs. Lee Montgomery 
and 
Mrs. Arthur Kahn were elected 
as 
delegates, and Mrs. 
Agnes 
Pratt, 
Miss 
Jessie 
Blair, 
Mrs. 
Sylvian 
Kahn and Mrs. Jennie Brown, alter­ 
nates. 
The program was in the hands of 
the civics department of which Miss 
Emma Weir is chairman, and was 
furnished by Miss Lydia M ontgom ­ 
ery, principal of Summit school, who 
at once took charge, presenting her 
subject in a most capable and Inter­ 
esting way. 
The speaker first ex­ 
plained the importance of visual edu­ 
cation In the schools and told of tile 
equipment 
possessed 
by 
Summit 
school valued at $600 one half of the 
funds for which were provided by 
the school board and the other half 
by the Parent Teachers' Association 
of the school. 
It includes a set of 
eight sterioscopes which during 
the 
class are passed from hand to hand; 
a Keystone picture machine and a 
cabinet of pictures, all 
catalogued, 
covering every 
subject 
taught

every grade. 
A primary class of eight was pre­ 
sented in tho 
first 
demonstration 
under the direction of Miss Elizabeth 
Bertheoux, who first told the story 
of the 
picture 
thrown 
upon 
the 
screen and then called 
upon 
each 
pupil in 
succession for a picture 
story. 
A pointer was used by the 


child to point out each object aa the 
story progressed. 
Each child 
was 
generously applauded and 
in 
this 
demonstration, the embryo of ora 
tors of the future could be seen. 
Miss Montgomery then read her 
paper on this subject, which was 
very fine indeed and gave proof of 
her familiarity with every phase of 
this work, which was Introduced into 
the public schools for the first time 
this year. 
She then 
presented 
representa­ 
tives from each grade from the first 
to the eighth, who further 
demon­ 
strated all the possibilities 
of 
the 
visual study work. 
Superintendent C. A. Greene was 
called in to witness a portion of the 
demonstration, and at the request of 
Miss Montgomery, made a short talk 
further explaining the importance of 
this new method of teaching. 
Miss Montgomery added in 
con­ 
cluding her subject that “visual edu­ 
cation Is very valuable in that it 
adds interest to school work; con­ 
verses the Joy of life; 
lights the 
burdens of the teacher and makes 
school work vital. If possible, every 
school should have a good lantern, 
with an 
abundance of 
well-chosen 
slides, suited to the work of differ­ 
ent grades. We have found that vis­ 
ualization and motivation have been 
magic workers in 
our 
school 
this 
year.*

Standard Oil interests 
and

ly in the Mid-continent field. 
The 
total financing strength of the Stand­ 
ard Oil group is given as $592,000,000 
by the paper and that of 
the Inde­ 
pendents as $489,200,000. 
The offensive which 
-was behind 
the general smash In prices on the 
New York Stock Exchange yesterday 
the World says, has been seen by 
the street for three weeks. 
The ob­ 
jective, it is asserted, is the wreck­ 
ing of the Independents and the even 
tual control of the 
Mid-Continent 
field by the Standard Oil Interests. 
“Recently 
gasoline 
prices 
have 
been subject to several cuts, always 
intiated by Standard Oil companies 
and followed by the Independents,’* 
the article says. 
These cuts appear purely artiflcal 
to Wall Street, for the reason 
that 
production aas continued to slump 
and the total supply of gasoline avail­ 
able is relatively lower 
than 
last 
year. 
“For these reasons, it Is said that 
the price reductions both in gasoline 
and California crude oil have beer 
aimed at the independents. 
If the 
independents were out of the way, It 
would be possible for the large Inter­ 
ests to take advantage of decreasing 
Mexican yields and increasing con­ 
sumption In this country to put the 
price of gasoline to almost any figure 
desired. 
“It was reported that the in*’ 
pendents probably would take their 
case to the departm ent of 
justice, 
claiming that Standard Oil, despite 
its dissolution, was still in a position 
to strangle competition and that its 
present attack on the independents 
constituted a violation of the Sher­ 
man act.”
